"The water-logged wreck is fha most danger- 


ous of these floating obstacles," said an old sea 
captain. "Many a vessel has been lost owing 
to these abandoned holka. And the worst of it 
eeoms to be tliat it is alnioat impossible to get 
rid of them. They are mostly the wrecks of 
timber-laden vessels. Almost any other cargo 
would sink a ship w^hen she has became full of 
water. The longer such a wreck drifts about 
the more dangerous it becomes,for it gradually 
sinks below the surfa;e, bnt remains just high 
enough to knock a hole in the bottom of th-3 
first ship that cornea along. A great'man/ 
Bailors are altogether too apt to give up a ship 
before there is any real reason

It 
got so that whenever a vessel would oe towed in- 
to one of the^ports along the coast with her bows 
well Stove in the captains in that harbor would 
Bay: f 'Well, that Lonisa Birdsall has been 
prowling about off Hatteras again.' At hist, 
after long watching and waiting, the insurance 
underwriters received a cable dispatch from 
Bermuda by way Of Halifax which announced 
that the Louisa Birdsall had at last drifted 
into shallow water and had sunk, leaving her 
masts sticking out of wateV. The whole mar- 
itime world rejoiced at this intelligence. A 
good many captains made it a rule to set fire 
to ev^ry waterlogged wreck which thev came 
across, bnt even tnen the chances are that the 
hulk will merely b'irn to the water's edge. It 
is now almost as dangerous an obstacle to run 
against as it was before, bnt as long as it is 
burning there is little danger that it will be 
run into 
No one can say positively how the 


ill-fated City of Boston, with her hundred of 
lives, was lost some years ago. But the disas- 
ter was probably caused by some floating ob- 
stacle. It may have been that she ran into an 
iceberg or that she ran over some hulk which, 
was floating just beneath the surface of the 
water.

ANTHRACITE COAL. 


Rapid Exhaustion of the Limited. 
Fields. 


New York Mail and Expresa 
~ ' " •• 


There are but four anthracite coal-fields in 


Pennsylvania, and their aggregate area is but 
483 square miles. Reliable engineers estimate 
that the amount of coal the -four fields will 
yield, if the present wasteful method of mining 
be continued, cannot'be more" than 3,000,000,000 
tons. But the year which ends with the pres- 
ent week has taken 29,500,000 tons of anthracite 
coal from Pennsylvania mines, and it is ex- 
pected that the amount taken will be greater, 
rather than less, in future years, so that the 
supply will he exhausted in a century, if not 
sooner. Besides Pennsylvania, Rhode Island 
and Virginia are the only states which produce 
anthracite coal, aud their supply is insignifi- 
cant. The service performed by anthracite 
coal in the development of the resources of 
the United States has been so great that 
the prospect of 
the 
exhaustion of the 
snpply, even a century | hence, must be 
regarded with much concern. The declaration 
that long before the century ends anthracite 
coal will be a luxury which only the rich can 
enjoy, will cause a peculiar demand that the 
wasteful method of mining known as the "pil- 
lar and breast" be abandoned, and that the 
more economical method employed hi Eng- 
lish mines be substituted for it. 
' - 


It is true that the supply of bituminous coal 


seems inexhaustible, although the annual prod- 
uct of our bituminous mines does not exceed 
42,000,000 tons, which is about one-fourth of the 
product in England. Ohio, which ranks be- 
low- Illinois and Pennsylvania in the produc- 
tion of bituminous coa!4 can produce more than 
England, whose capacity is already severely 
taxed. 
But the iron and steel industries 


of the United States could never have reached 
their present proportions but for anthracite 
coal, and the exhaustion of the anthracite 
fields will inevitably affect the prosperity of 
the country, unless inventive genius devises a 
new fuel to feed our blast furnaces and move 
our, engines—a contingency so_ remote that the 
gravest considerations remain^to urge econ- 
omy in anthracite coal

Ex-Warden Haynes, in Ms "Pictures of 


Prison life," gives the folio whig incident in 
connection with the work on the enlargement 
of the old Massachusetts penitentiary. * It af- 
fords a strange example of the way the tender 
and the terrible are sometimes associated in a 
criminal's personal history. 


"It was necessary to employ some of the 


prisoners outside the walls, and I selected a 
man for that purpose who had always behaved 
well, aud who had but a short time to remain. 
Very- much to my surprise, he objected to going 
outside to work. This was so unusual that I 
inquired the causa He hesitated a moment, 
but finally told me. He had a wife and two 
children, who were ignorant of his being in 
prison. In the small yellow house, he said, 
directly opposite his cell-window and near 
where he would have to work, should he go 
outside, they were then living. 


"He had watched his children alL through 
the summer, playing in a vacant lot of land 
belonging to the prison, directly under hia 
window, and so near him that he could hear 
the voices; and he could see his wife passing 
in and out of the house, or sitting at her win- 
dow, little dreaming that he had been so near 
them for almost two years. 


"This man's crime was theft He had -left 
his family in Boston and gone to the western 
part of the state to obtain work, but fading in 
that, and without money to return, he took a 
watch, whose owner had left it hanging in his 
office, into which this convict had stepped for 
a moment to make some inquiriea In the 
meantime his wife, not hearing from him, had 
come to Charlestown to live, and -taken this 
tenement in plain sight, and within a few rods 
of his cell His feelings were regarded, and 
he was allowed to serve out his sentence with- 
out being discovered." 
.This story of mortified affection is simply 
told, but its situations and its suggestions of 
suppressed feeling might tempt a dramatic 
writer. A man chained in his own disgrace 
and continually tantalized with the sight of 
his better days, is a subject worthy of Greek 
tragedy. , ,
